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Washington. March 14. 

President Harrison has not written 
that letter stating that he would not al- 
f low his name to go before the next 
^National Convention of his party, al¬ 
though a few days ago prominent United 
States Senators were quoted as saying 
that such a letter would shortly be writ¬ 
ten. The general opinion here seems to 
be that this story originated in the wish¬ 
es of those Senators antagonistic to Mr. 
Harrison, the same gentlemen who are 
trying to roncentrate the anti-Harrison 
strength u^on some man- -about as dif¬ 
ficult a political job as was ever under¬ 
taken. . 

Senator Hill is said to be very much 
embarrassed the efforts of the Cleve¬ 
land Democrats to force him to state 
his position ou the free coinage of silver, 
and it is stated that he would very gladly 
have postponed his trip down South had 
it beeu possible, because of his fear that 
he will somehow be roped iuto a declar¬ 
ation of opinion on the same subject. 
Some of those w'ho claim to enjoy his 
confidence say that he favors free coin¬ 
age, but will, in deference to the senti¬ 
ment of his State, vote against it when 
it reaches the Senate after being passed 
by the House, as it certainly will be 
next week. They add, however, that 
Mr. Hill is willing to promise that he 
will not veto a free-coinage bill should 
he be elected President, and it l»e passed 
by the Fifty-third Congress. It should 
be remembered, in considering this, 
that Mr. Hill himself has said nothing 
on the subject further than his now fa¬ 
mous “I II not cross that bridge until I 
get to it.” 

Mr. Blaine's continued illness has 
again started rumors of bis early retire¬ 
ment from ofllce. but at his bouse it Is 
said that he contemplates going South 
for a short while ns soon as hq gets well 
enough to travel, but qx|HM*ts to resume 
hbs duties a little later on.
